General Lee's Home 


Most Americans do not realize that Gen.- Lee lived in Arling.- 


ton just outside the city of Washington. His old home still 
stands there. Attention has been called to it by resolution in- 
troduced in the house—appropriately enough, by a northern 
congressman—for the restoration of the .Lee mansion, its fur- 
nishings as it was in the general's lifetime and its preservation 


• 
as a national museum. 


There can be no objection to this project, and there is much 


to commend it. General'Lee is a national figure. He is the 


• southern war leader whom the North has most respected and 


whom the South adores still, as it did when he led its armies j 
He was a great soldier, and a big, fine-spirited,-Christian gen-! 
tleman worthy of honor as one of America's best beloved sons ' 
regardless of the losing cause in which he fought.

It is realized more and more clearly that there is no' 
memorial of a great man quite so-appealing and illuminating 
as the house he lived in. Washington's, Jefferson's and Lin- 
coln's hmoes have been preserved as monuments, and those of 
many a lesser character, though usually with private funds 
Whether the money be public or private is of little conse- 
quence. In this case; there would be a special appropriateness 
m the country as a wholejlefraying the cost through a public 
appropriation, if there are no private funds available. 


Hermes Will Not Travel. 


The Greek government has-decided, after all, to keep its 


famous statue of Hermes at home. Which is a pity, because 


• America would like to see-it and thereby-form a new contact 
with the great spirit of'ancient Greece -which was infused into 
the god's statue by Praxiteles. For a Praxiteles in this coun- i 
try is ever rarer than bananas. American genius so far has 
never run much to sculpture. Hermes, too, according to the 
Venerable Greek myth, is by nature a great traveler and a 
messenger. He would have made the two countries under- 
stand each other a little better. And mutual understanding is 
What nations need now more than anything else. 
* 


The decision is due to protests from Greek archeologists and 


the Greek public, to the^effect that the priceless statue might 
be damaged en route, and any damage would be an irrepara- 
ble loss to Greece. That is true. Greece, with all her glorious 
record, is even less able than America to carve another such 
statue. 


It is a mournful fact that .nations, like individuals, rise and 


decay; national genius waxes and^ wanes. 
Modern Greece 


though free now for a hundred years, has accomplished sur- 
prisingly little along the lines -of her old'greatness. Yet she 
has-produced Venizelos, as great a-siatesman as Europe has 
seen in the twentieth cen,tury. She may produce °reat 
again.
